STRAWBERRIES 

Planting  and  Cultivation 

All  varities  of  the  Strawberry  give  the  greatest  yield 
and  the  largest  berries  when  grown  in  rich  soil;  hence 
no  pains  should  be  spared  in  preparing  the  bed  care- 
fully before  planting,  by  digging  or  plowing  deeply  and 
turning  under  a liberal  application  of  well  rotted  man- 
ure. Pulverize  the  surface  soil  thoroughly  with  har- 
row and  rake,  and  if  a top  dressing  of  ground  bone 
can  be  applied,  it  will  be  found  a great  benefit  at  fruit- 
ing time.  Select  a location  where  the  soil  is  moist  and 
deep  if  possible — moist  and  yet  where  water  does  not 
stand  near  or  upon  the  surface.  In  such  a soil  well 
enriched,  Strawberries  deligh  and  give  marvelous  re- 
sults. They  will,  however,  succeed  upon  any  soil  if 
well  manured.  Strawberries  do  not  succeed  when, 
planted  in  shady  locations ; hence,  in  selecting  a plot 
for  them,  be  careful  to  avoid  places  that  are  shaded  by 
trees.  For  hill  culture  in  the  family  garden,  set  plants 
in  rows  two  feet  apart  and  the  plants  fifteen  inches 
apart  in  the  rows  ; or  if  to  be  worked  with  horse  and 
cultivator,  have  the  rows  three  feet  and  the  plants  one 
foot  apart  in  the  row.  In  either  case  cut  off  the  run- 
ners as  they  appear.  If  to  be  grown  in  matted  rows, 
plant  three  and  one-half  or  four  feet  apart  and  the 
plants  a foot  apart  in  the  rows,  permitting  the  run- 
ners to  grow  at  will.  The  after  culture  consists  in 
keeping  the  soil  mellow  and  free  from  weeds  by  fre- 
quent hoeing  and  cultivation.  The  Planet  Jr.,  twelve 
tooth  cultivator  is  a very  good  tool  for  this  purpose. 
If  you  live  in  the  Northern  state,  where  you  are  sub- 
ject to  severe  freezes,  I would  advise  you  to  mujch 
your  plants.  At  the  approach  of  winter  (as  soon  as 
the  ground  is  frozen  sufficiently  to  support  the  weight 
of  a horse  and  cart)  cover  the  entire  bed  with  straw  or 
other  loose  light  material.  Light  strawy  manure  is 
excellent  for  this  purpose,  as  the  soluble  porti  on 
leaches  into  the  soil  and  affords  nourishment  to  the 
plants,  while  the  fibrous  portion  remains  upon  the  sur- 
face as  a mulch.  Evergreen  branches  are  very  use- 
ful for  holding  the  mulch  in  place  and  are  of  them- 
selves a protection.  When  the  plants  start  growth  in 
the  spring,  rake  the  mulch  from  off  the  plants  suffi-

Culture  of  Asparagus 

The  months  of  Aprfl ^ May ^d  June  is^the  best  time 
to  plant.  Succe^  dej^nds  more  oh  eondition  apd  pre- 
paration of  land  than  it  does  oh  the  varietyv  Select 
Well  drained,  fichv^il.  not  rich  by  previoua  manu- . 
Jang,  make  it  so  by  plowing  in  a heavy  coat  of  stable 
manure  of  any  kind  of  manure  will  make  the  soil 
ri^.  Plow  deeply  and  harrow  thorbu^ly.  Mark  out 
ferows  four  fe^  apart  and  set  the  rootsTwp  feet  apart 
ih  the  row.  The  crowns  should  be  from  flve  to  eight 
in^es  deep,  depending  on  the  soil|  theiij^tor  the 
^e  de^er  they  should  be  planted.  Cover  the  ^owns 
with  two  in<diesof  soil  and  fill  in  thefurrpw  graduaUy 
through  the  season  as  the  new  shoots  grow;  Keep  the

commerdkl  fertilize  to  be  Gtiltiyated  or  dug  ih  the 
next  spring,  Od^  for  use  or  market  when  shoots  comO'^^ 
fcge  enough.  Beds  if  well  cared  for,  wiH  last  from 
fifteen  twenty  years.  For  gardens,  roots  may  be 
planted  much  closer.
